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Specification 

The amendment to the specification filed 10/14/2003 has not been entered because 
applicant's instructions state, "add the following new paragraph directly before the paragraph 
beginning at line 1 1 of Page 10." There is no paragraph beginning at line 1 1 of page 10. 
Applicant is requested to clarify the instructions for amendment. 



Double Patenting 

A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its support in 
the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or discovers any new and 
useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis added). Thus, the term "same 
invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to identical subject matter. See Miller v. 
EagleMfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re Ockert, 245 F.2d467, 114USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); 
and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in scope. The 
filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection based upon 35 
U.S.C. 101. 

Claims 1, 2, 4-13 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention 
as that of claims 1-13, respectively, of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,400,906. This is a double 
patenting rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Placing the photo-reactive film directly onto the surface will not result in exposure of the 
photo-reactive film as there is no way for light to reach the surface of the film. Therefor the step 
of "exposing the photo-reactive film to the color to be matched to activate color pigments in the 
film" cannot be carried out by "placing the photo-reactive film on the color to be matched." 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Knus. 

Regarding claim 14, Knus discloses "a camera [1 1] loaded with film bearing said 
photographic emulsion; a light-tight box [15] defining an interior volume, said light-tight box 
having an open side for placement on the surface of a vehicle; an adapter [12] for mounting said 
camera to said light-tight box with the camera oriented toward the surface of a vehicle on which 
the box is placed; and a light source [14] in said light-tight box for illuminating the interior of the 
light-tight box for exposure of said film upon activation of said camera." 
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Claims 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Folmer. 

Regarding claim 14, Folmer discloses "a camera [B] loaded with film [17] bearing said 
photographic emulsion; a light-tight box [A] defining an interior volume, said light-tight box 
having an open side for placement on the surface of a vehicle; an adapter [1 and 2] for mounting 
said camera to said light-tight box with the camera oriented toward the surface of a vehicle on 
which the box is placed; and a light source [13] in said light-tight box for illuminating the 
interior of the light-tight box for exposure of said film upon activation of said camera." 

Regarding claim 15, Folmer discloses "an array of bulbs [13, see figure 7]." 

Regarding claim 16, Folmer discloses "said bulbs are arrayed around the interior 
periphery [13, see figure 7]."
